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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 1-57 have been presented for examination. New claims 45-57 have been added in 
a preliminary amendment received 05/08/2001 . Claims 1, 45, and 52 have been amended and 
claims 6-8 and 48 have been canceled in an amendment filed 02/09/2004. Claim 1 has been 
amended and claims 22, 45-47, and 49-57 have been canceled in an amendment filed 
07/30/2004. Claims 1, 3, 5, 11, 12, 18, 20, and 28 have been amended and claim 27 has been 
canceled in an amendment filed 04/12/2005. Claims 1-5, 9-21, 23-26, and 28-44 have been 
examined. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 9-21, 23-26, and 28-44 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-5, 9-21, 23-26, and 28-44 are drawn to a digital security system. The closest 
prior art, Acosta et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,166,729 A, describes a similar digital security system. 
However, this reference neither teaches nor suggests a camera unit that includes a network 
bandwidth controller that adjusts the signal transmission delay of the camera unit as a function of 
a network collision rate and priority of the camera unit. This particular feature explicitly recited 
in independent claim 1 renders claims 1-5, 9-21, 23-26, and 28-44 allowable.
